Mr0  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  duty  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  health  and  vital  statist ic-o 
for  the  year  1944# 

Two  factors  lessen  the  value  of  the  report  — firstly  the  fact  that  I am  no_. 
able  to  write  from  first  hand  knowledge  of  the  state  of  affairs  in  1944  as  I was 
only  appointed  Temporary  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  Maroh  1945.  Secondly  -its 
belated  arrival  which  is  due  to  delay  in  receipt  of  Register  General  statistics 
and  pressure  of  work  in  tho  Hoalth  office# 

It  will  be  noted  that  1944  was  exceptionally  free  from  infectious  diseases 
and  other  interesting  featuros  are  the  slight  increase  in  tho  birth  rate  together 
with  tho  fall  of  Infant  Mortality,  tho  latter  in  spite  of  phenomenal  high  death 
rate  amongst  those  born  out  of  wedlock# 

Routine  sanitary  supervision  of  tho  area  has  been  maintained  in  spite  of 
shortage  of  Sanitary  Inspectors,  but  owing  to  wartime  conditions  there  has  been 
little  improvement  in  tho  amenities  of  tho  aroa#
